Uiion four of 
these the -board's ofllclal will report 
and the commissioners' orders will 
follow. 

F. Congdon, M. P., for Yukon, 
brought un the question of White 
YKo's and Yukon route and_the pre- 
sent position of the Dawson board of 
trade with regard to it, but that ques- 
tion was adjourned for further con- 
sideration. At -Ottawa, Congdon 
maintains tliat northern rates are too 
higli. 

Prom Vancouver's jioint of vii'w the 
most imiiortant (luestlons considered 
at this morning's session were tin? 
cit\-'s request for a crossing over tlie 
C. P. R. at (.'lark Drive and Point 
Grey's opposition to the crossing of 
Granville street by the branch Lulu 
Island lino into Shaugiinessy 'Heights. 
Tlie first was adjourned for decision at 
this afternoon's session, to see 
whether the railway had any alterna- 
tive proposition to submit. In the 
second case the commissioners de- 
cided in favor of the railway. 

ChUe's Long Railway

This ., 
was obviated later when tbe death was'O 
officially announced, an ordinance bo-' • 
ing siniultancousiy issued and ante- 
dated beslowinc unusual honors, one 
of these being advancement from the 
junior to the first grade in tlio court 
rank. 

Tliose closest to tho throne say that 
the ICmperor is deeply affected by tlie 
assassination of the Prince. lie has 
asked for every detail, and apparently 
I.s unable to understand wJiy tlie mur- 
der was committed, in view of the evi- 
dent popularity of Prince Ito. But 
wbon informed of all tho facts so far 
as they have been learned here, the Em- 
peror ordered that there must be no 
change In the policy towards Korea. 

The Emperor of Korea has cabled his 
sympathy to the Emperor of Japan, an 
well as to Princess Ito at Ol.so.

which wished to renew that conflict. 
Tliey describe the Prince's death as a. 
loss to RuBsIn, as well as to Japan. 
The Novoe Vremya says that Ito was 
the victim of a blind patriotism on tho 
part of Koreans, who thougbt they were 
benefitting tlielr fathtirland but who 
would And that tliuugh the man dipii. 
tlio principle for which bo stood .still 
lives. 

The Russ says that Ito was the vic- 
tim of the Imperialist policy with t,-1iIoU 
bis name was associated, though net;

istic he may be or how well Informed 
concerning- the resources and advant- 
ages of the Island, can form an ado- 
quate idea what the advent of the 
Canadian: Northern will mean. Its 
■first effect will be to conceritrhto the 
'attention of the public upon the luland. 
'A great deal has been "said and written 
upon' the i)otRntialitlns of tliLs riclily 
endowed region; but wo all l;now that 
■ the general public is given to discount- 
•in'gr statements of this kind. Allowance 
is always made for pardonable exag- 
geration, oven though only the barest 
truth has been told. The good Calth of 
those who set out tlie facts is not quea- 
[tloned, but they are not credited with 
the ability to present things just as 
'they aro, because of their natural bhis 
•in favor of tlioir homo districts. In 
i-ogard to Vancouver Island especially, 
the people in other parts of Canada 
have been very generally under the 
impression -that Uie,E. &.N. Rajlway 
i-oally was about all .that was .needed 
in the way of ■transp6rtation, and one 
rrequ(?^tly was told that if there was 
room for another railway, one would 
'j^)e bulU. The coming of the Canadian 
iNorthern' is'as complete an "answer to 
'such criticH as could be desired, and 
■will show to all the world that Van- 
couver Island has as great a future be- 
fore it iiE? Its most Sanguine friends 
have claimed. 



GUARANTEES COMPARED 

The Colonist has discussod the 
Canadian Northern contract wholly 
from the standpoint of the Interest 
upon the bonds for the very excellent 
reason that this is the only tihng that 
has to be considered. The Canadian 
Northern railway through this prov- 
ince will cost upwards of $50,000 a 
in lie. The bonds which the province 
guarantees, and which are secured by 
a first mortgage upon the rallwaj-, will 
;be to the amount of $35,000. leaving a 
•margin of more than $15,000 a mile 
for safety. Let it be assumed that 
the Improbable should happen and. 
the riillway having defaulted In Its 
interest, the province should foreclose 
under its mortgage, is there a man 
who would say that either the Cana- 
dian Pacific or the Grand Trunk Pa- 
clfi would not 1)0 glad to take the rall- 
w;iy olf the luind.s of the government 
at seven- tenths of Its cost? There 
would be competition between rail- 
way companies to get it at such a fig- 
ure.

In the extremist criticisms o\'fr put 
forward of the CJrand Trunk racilic 
contract no one ever suggeateil ihat 
the Dominion would have to pay more 
than the guaranteed interest, although 
it guarantors the i)rlnciriiil as well .In 
the ca.«o of thi' ra:-,t( i-n illvlslon ol' tlio 
I^atlonal Transcoiitinonlal line, name- 
ly, that between Winnipeg, the case 
is reversed. In that case the Domin- 
ion finds all the cost of thf line and 
the ooinpaiiy I:! t<i unili i-takij t" jiay 
interest upon it. If the ccimijany 
should default In payment of the rent 
payable by It to meet the intorpst. the 
Dominion would havi^ ilio lino on its ' 
hands, not .-it scvon - ti;ii t li.-: its mst as 
constructed by a company which will 
use every reasonable economy, but at 
its full cost as constructed under gov- 
oi^nniont suiiorvislon which, as every 
one known, will he niuch yrcatcr than 
It would be if tlic work were done 
by a company.

greater part by far is within unde- 
veloped country. "Wc are not criticiz- 
ing the Grand Trunk Pacific agree- 
ment. The people have endorsed that, 
tho country Is committed to it, and 
wo believe that what has boon made 
Icnown, about the country triiveraed by. 
the raUway;> juatlfles ■tho- beli«f ' tliat 
the undertaking' will be" a 'greot siici 
cess. All wc aro doing is to point out 
that, iif our Liberal friends were justi- 
fied in supporting that agreement, 
they will stultify themselves by op- 
posing the Canadian Northern con- 
tract, unless. Indeed thoy aro prepared 
lo say tliat a transcontinental rail- 
way entering the province at Yellow 
Head Pass and terminating at Bark- 
ley- ■'Sound will be useless and will 
never, pay Interest on five-sevenths of 
Its. cost.

THE NEW THEATRE 

The prospects of the new theatre 
are very bright, Mr. Simon Leiser, 
president of tho Board of Trade, has 
taken hold of the matter with his usual 
vigor, and fools certain of success. He 
has all along been of tho opinion that 
the railwaj- comi)anic;i. engagod in pru- 
niollng travel to Victoria, had a dlroel 
interest in seeing thot a first-class 
place of entortalnmont was provided, 
and when Sir Thomas Shaughnossy 
was here recently, .Mr. Loisei placed 
the matter before him. Sir Thonuis 
said that, while it was not the practice 
of the Canadian Pacific to take stock 
in theatres, he was wholly in sj-mpathy 
with tin; desire of tlu; people of \'lc- 
torla in this direction, and he added 
that as soon as a plan was perfected, 
ho would bo very glad to take the mat- 
tor Into serious consideration, and' Mr. 
Lolser says he assured him that he 
could could count upon liberal aid. 
The plans have boon forwarded to Sir 
Thomas, and he has bcc-n asked to 
telegraph what he and his ossoclates 
will be prepared to do, as the time is 
very short In which the ojition on the 
Douglas street property must be taken 
up. Mr. Leiser has a)so brought tho 
matter under the attention of Mr. c. Al. 
Hays, of tho Grand Trunk Pacific, and 
hopes for a favorable response "from 
him by wire. Fortunately the plans of 
tho Board's committee were suniclently 
advanced to enable Mr. Lolsor to go in- 
to some detalis with Mr. D. D. iMann, 
when the latter was In the city. Mr. 
Mann was favorably Impressed, but 
said that he thought he ought to wajt 
until after Sir Thomas Shaughnesay 
had subscribed; but Mr. Leiser repre- 
sented that tho case was urgent for 
the reason given above, and Mr. Mann, 
before leaving for tlu> IJast, promised 
that ho would th'ink the matter over 
and wire .Mi'. Leiser what his lirin 
would sub-'^cribe. Accordingly yester- 
day Mr. Leiser received , a. telegram 
saying that the Arm of Mackenzie' and 
Mann would subscribe $10,000. Thfs 
Is not a donation, any more than tho 
anticipated subscriptl')ns of .Sir Thom- 
as Shauglinessy, Mr. Hays, and others 
will be -donations. Th^y are subscrip- 
tions to the capital stock of a com- 
pany, which it is claimed will bo dlvl- 
dend-payln^T from thi' outset- N'ovor- 
thoIo.sH. the subscri iition indicates a 
faith in tlic future of Victoria, \\-hieh 
will not fail to have a stiffening effect 
upon real estate values here. These 
demonstrations that the great Cana- 
dian masters of transportation aro 
looking for tho progress of Victoria aro 
very gratifying, and should be an en- 
couragement to every one.

After four days' Inves'tlBatlon' of the 
mystery of tho death of Saivatore An- 
drea, the Italian found lying dead In 
the bush near the Leach river trail 
iialf a mile past tho Gold.'^tream hotel 
on Sunday mcirnlng, the police aiithori- 
Ues are no nearer a solution of the 
LiuHc. JMiirdor or accidental death are 
tlio two probal>llUles, and while 110 new 
facts have been brought to Ijglit oon- 
sequont on yesterday's Investltration 
anil (laoHtionuiK of more members of 
th(! Lran.g- which had Ijeon crnploj'ecl on 
llie .Mill Hay construction, tlie belief is 
srcnvinp;- that .Vndrea was tlio victim of 
foul pla}', tliii motive for wiTicli, tho 
authorities are alisoiutely at a loss to 
i tmdiirstand. 

'I'hat robbery was the cause of tlie 
criiiie is not belic'ved iiartlcularly in 
view of the fact lliat tlie dead man's 
money and valuables were not touclied 
hut were found intact wiien the body 
was ilisci.n'ered. The almost absolute 
ini])o.'^sibilit.\- of securing any connect- 
ed statcniiMits fnnn tbe Italians wIki 
.knew .\ndrea or from those wbcun he 
met at Coklstream lias lu-aeticalii' 
hrouglit the police to a standstill. 

Tract Movements 

Tho movements of Andrea ftrom tho 
time when he was seen In the Albion 
saloon about 9 o'clock on Saturday 
mornlngr until shortly after noon of 
tliat day have been traced with more 
or loss certainty. He left his cabin, 
1820 Store street before his room mate, 
a young Italian, had arisen. Some 
days previous he had told the latter 
that ho Intended Boingr to Seattle, and 
when the room mate awaltened on 
Saturday mcrnins and discovered that 
Andrea had left he supposed the iat- i 
tcr liad left lor liie Sound City. 

.Vndrea -went to the .Albion saloon, 
where lie remained until noarl.v 3 
o'clock. He had a drink, and S]ioke to 
the bartender for some time, but made 
no mention 01 BoinK to Goldstream, 
and he had no sun or rifle witii him 
wlilcli would liullcate that he did not 
intend soinpT sliootlnFT. He. boarded tlie 
E. .\. train, and Kot off at tho Gold- 
stream station passing: the lioti-1 on his 
way to tile caniji, whr.ro a iiuniher of 
his fellow countr.\-meii still n>nialned 
tliough work m\ tho road construction 
had ceased on the Thursda.v previous, 
and the men ensaged there were iire- 
parins to dis|ierse in .-search of other 
work. He arrived ,-u thi' cam]) about 
10 o'clock or sho,rtly afterwards. How 
lonjT he was there is uncertain, ljut in 
company with a number of ih'-' Italians 
he left the camp. It is hero that the 
contllctlng stories told by the Italians 
block the. eftprts. of- ,tl?e police. Some 
of them are cerfalrt he arrived at the 
camp, while others profess not to 
have Seen him. Some, assert that Ko 
returned to the, carop about noan'wifli 
the others, whra .had ffone away wl^Ji 
him, but thptivaeaj[n some decl.at-es tb4t 
he never crime back.' 

Contradictory Statements 

i''roin the mass of contradictory 
stalements the police believe that An- 
drea wont to the camp to see two 
Italians. Xick and John, who have been 
working; on tho road all summer. 
What their surnames are cannot bo 
ascertained. It is these two men for 
wiiom tlie police are now searching. 
Tliey with Dominie, tlie Italian, now in 
custody, harl a conversation with An- 
d.ri a. and \v< re amonR the number wiio 
left the camp with him. Tliey return- 
ed to the camp and spent an liour or 
two packing- ui) their el'fecfs, and at 
about 4 p. m. cauRht the E. ,t ,\. 
train, and left for the north. Dominie 
Kettins oft' at Cobble Hill, where hf 
was apprehended late Saturday even- 
ing by SerKoant .Murray and Detective 
Serpreant Perdue, the other two froinpr 
furtiier on. Desj)ite tile efforts of the 
provincial police these two liave not 
yet been captured. Descriiitions, as 
accurate as could bo got from the 
other Italians and from tho train crow 
have bei>n s^nt to all points on the 
Island, but Tip to a late hour last niRhi 
not a trace of the pair had been 
secured. 

V.'hy Andrea wont to the eonstruc- 
lion camp, what business he had witii 
the Italians there, and partlcuhi.rly 
with tho three. Dominie, Nick anil 
John, are questions to which, could 
t/ie an.swor be secured, would, the 
police believe, so a long way towards 
solving tho mystery of the man's 
death. 

Protests Ignorance 

Domlriic! was again put thiau:^;i : 
close cxaminatioh yesterday, bet lu 
stuck to his etory th.ii he kni.v not.i- 
ill^' of the shooting, and could five i.ci 
explannticn of It. The other talinns 
ai-.' efpially certain on that point, but 
oil jin/vious events during the time 
,\ndr.'.i was in camp with them they 
ari' extreiiK.ly vague and contradictory 
in their st.uoments. One thing ap- 
ijeairi certain, and that Is that while 
away from the camp and in the com- 
pan.c of Ills fellow - countrymen An- 
dii-i^a was shot to death. 

This mornlnRT at ll.IiO o'clock an In- 
quest will bo held on the liotly of tlie 
dead man, but it i.s not expected that 
any sensational evidence will be put in. 

The statement that 011 the niK-lit 
preceding the lliidinff of th(> ijodv a 
iiumlier of the Italians had been drink- 
lii^r in the (joldstream hotel Is not 
correct. .\one nf the Italians enKaged 
on the ;\ri!l H;iy road construction liad 
been arnund the liotel tlien or for many 
days iirevious. 

Practically all of tho Itallaiis who 




were engaged on the road work are 
now in the city. In fact a lail'ge num- 
ber of Italians ha\e of late come Into 
till' city from ]Kiints In the States, 
wlierc tlie.\- lia\'e lieen enRaged on 
railroad construction, and beinR: 1111- 
alile to Bet back are cong.-eKate(l liere. 
Ijocal Itallan.s state that these . new- 
comers as a rule are a rough lot, and 
belong to the undesirable class.

ThiTc are many 
jironilnem men wiio believe that this 
wanderlust Is lieemning too prevalent 
in Xova Scotia. The country Is bis 
cnouKli and rich enough they say, to 
sui)P<>rt its own children. The great 
supplies of Iron and coal should make 
the country the homo of a large and 
prosperous population. To induce Ua 
young men to remain at home and to 
become captains of industry a largo 
technical school has been opened in 
Hallfa.v. This is not intended for the 
education only of the? youths wlio are 
about to enter on an industrial career. 
Evening classed are opened and -'00 
men, who are engaged at work in tho 
daytime have entered. , them, ■■;Man;i;. of 
thcKe are young men' Tyho ,hav,e^peen 
taking courses, in "yarlous corres- 
pondence schools Bind who llnd it a 
Hreat advantage to have their dlftl- 
eultles solved and their questions an- 
swered by the professors of the col- 
lege. It"i-s gathered from a i-eport 
of the opening meeting of evening 
classes that the chief woii; done in 
the technical school at Halifax is in- 
tended to lit men for tiie (lev^ lop- 
/rumt of tile iron and steel industries. 
One of the most important branches 
of this will be the construction of 
modern ships. There was a time, to 
which one of the. speakers alluded, 
when on every.- harbor along., the coast 
there was a-thriving trade in shlp- 
Ijulldlng. Iron ships had driven the 
wooden vessels from the sea but there 
was no reason now why Nova Scotia 
slirould not again build her share of 
the world's ships. 

At the request of the Merchant 
Tailor's Association an evening class 
In tailoring has, been added to those 
already opened. Thl.s was done in 
order to make the men now engaged 
in tills trade more prollcient. 

Canada needs for Iter development 
.skilful liands. Before the coimtry is 
Hottlc^d a tremendous -imonnt of skilled 
miiniKil work must he done. This is 
recognized I)y the government of Nova 
.Scotia and her .voung men are being 
trained to tnke their ])art In the great 
industrial contest of tho future. 

The movement of tlie farmers from 
the states of the middle west into 
Canad.-i is calling forth much coni- 
nii'iiL from writers on both sides of 
the border. For tlie most part these 
Immigranls are welcomed by Cana- 
dians. They bring with them, not 
only money but what is more Impor- 
tant, experience and adaptiblilty. They 
have none of th.e lilndrances witii 
wliicli immigrants from I'Jurope or 
even Groat liritain liavi> to contend. 
Tliero ari' tiiose who fear that they 
will not l)e as loyal to ( 'rinada as thos,. 
who are' more widely si-paratcd from 
tlieir former liomes. But ttie e.\|j.,ri- 
ence of the past lias sliowii that none 
arc more loyal to Great ];'.ritaln than 
those who have come from the United 
States to throw in their lot with her 
younger sister, Canada.

of Stanford, an authority. on Latin, and 
.Montague Clianiherlalh,' one ot.the best 
ornithologists in the United States. 
Tluro are few Canadian readers who 
could nof '^dd :,tD the list of, names 
given ijy tliiq iwrlter,' 'others' of men

But It is not only among college men 
that CahadlaijB have .made^or are mnk- 
ing their mark In the neighboring re- 
public. 'James --Creel man, one of tlie 
most proinlnent of American Journal- 
ists, is a Canadian, and so is Acton 
Davlcs, who has made a name for him- 
self as a dramatic critic. Margaret 
Anglln, the brilliant actress, claims 
Canada as her native land, und there 
are many other Canadian actresses 
who have gone to the United States to 
study and follow their profession.

One would not expect to llnd a Can- 
adian in the United States navy, but 
(^oinrnandor William H. Sims, who was 
credited by President Roosevelt \vith 
having increased the lighllng force of 
the navj' llvcfold. was from this side 
of the line. 

Palmer Cos, the famous illustrator, 
who.To "Brownies" are the delight of 
young and old. Is a Canadian, as it also 
Horatio Walker, the finest water color 
artist in tlie United States. 

Among religious workers, I'rancis 
Clarke, founder of the (;hrlstian En- 
deavor societies, and Albert B. Simp- 
son, father of tho t:hrlstlan .\llianee, 
are Canadians, the value of whose ser- 
vices to the eiiurch and to the world 
arc widely recognised. 

Mr. Edwardes has ;:|iown his coun-

Rerporse Over Death of An- 
i ' ; tagonist in Duel 
' • . the Cause 



BERLIX, Oct. :;7 The suicide of 

Caiitain Ilildcbniiidt at Hanovor, on 
the eve oL" his wcikliriK, provides one 
raore case of trutli belnpr strang-ur 
than tlctlon. ' ■ 

Captain Hildebrandt was onKaged to 
the dauglUor of a high oHicer at Han- 
over, and liiy wedding was to have 
■ taken phice in that town. In accoid- 
anoe with the German custom, a ii.ro- 
limlnary widding^ parti' culled the 
"polterabcnd" was given by the bride's 
jiarents at tlieir residence on a Sun- 
day evening, and Captain nildi'brandt 
AVas present in llie I'cst of spirits. 

Some time after mldniglu lie took 
.an affectionate leave of Ihe sirl who 
was to become his wife, and returned 
to Ills apartments at tlie hotel. The 
next day his dead l)Ody was found In 
his room. He had blown out his 
brains dn.ring- tin,' night. 

It now traiisijires that Cai)tain 
Hildobrandt. whose tragic end lin- 
inedi.atedy Ijefore his weddinK has 
iiroused universal symi)athy, especial- 
ly W'lth the lady who was enKa;;'ed to 
lilm, was the central lljjure of a sen- 
sational duel that took i)lace eight 
years ago at liistcirburK. 

Lieutenant Curt I.ila.skowitz, of the 
and Battalion of the 147th Infantry 
Regiment, was to celebrate a Poltera- 
b'end preceding his marriage on No- 
vember 2, 1901. On the last day of 
October of that year he gave a fare- 
Vfiah bachelor dinner to his unmarried 
comrades of the officers' carps In the 
Oaaino at Insterburg. Late that night 
Captain Hildebrandt met Lieutenant 
Blaskowltz in the street, and found 
that he was somewhat Intoxicated 
and hardly Jn a condition to be left 
alone. 

He and Lieutenant Rasmussen 
thereupon .'iccoinp.-inied Lieutenant 
Blnskowitz hack to Ills hou.'--e. In the 
doorway of Lieutenant Hlaskowitz' 
house a (luarnd cnsuf'il which ended 
in blows. LIfMitenant lilaskcnvitz was 
so Into.flcated at the tlm>' that he 
started out next niornliiK without any 
idea of wliat had )>:i |in."ii'd. and 
ti'avelled to liylau, wh'Tr hi:- niarriaKe 
was to take plaei'. 

But the evening before his inairri- 
age he was summoned baek to Inster- 
burg by an urgent telegram from his 



colonel. He immediately obeyed, and 
found that Captain Hlkierbraiidt and 
LIuiiteiiaiit Rasmussen liad both clial- 
lengeil hlin to a duel for the offence 
which he had given to them in a 
drunken condition. Tlie regimental 
court of honor ruled that he must ac- 
cept the challenge, and that the duel 
must be fought under very severe con- 
ditions. 

Ijieutenimt Blaskowltz' wedding 
was iiostponed, and tlie duel hetwi'en 
Captain Hildebrandt and Lieutenant 
Blaskowltz took place on the following 
mcrning. Both combatants lired sim- 
ultaneously. Captain Hildebrandt re- 
mained untouched, but Lieutenant 
Blackowitz was shot through the 
body, and died a few hours later. 

Captain Hildebrandt was sentenced 
to two years' detention in; a fortress 
for violating the laws of the country 
i-elutlng to duelllns'. but he was sub-; 
sequently pardoned after nine months? 
detention. After his release lie was 
iransfenred to anotiier regiment, and 
when he took leave' of his comrades 
at Insterburg they escorted him to the. 
railway station In a carriage drawn 
by fouiT horses, ant} gave him an un- 
usually enthusiastic send off by way 
of demonstrallnp; their symiuUhies for 
liini aiul their admiration for Ills deed. 

That demonstiration wa.s generally 
regarded as tactless, and the colonel of 
the regiment, as well as several olli- 
cer.s, were compelled to send In tlieir 
resignations. Now, eight years after 
sheiotlng Lieutenant I '.laskowlt;: on the 
eve of his wedding, i:!aptaln ;^Hild<'- 
brandt has Inmself committed suicide 
on the eve of his own wedding. 

He left no letters and no dellnite clue 
to the motives which prompted his 
self -di'Striiction. Ills friends declari'.

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NEW TORK, Oct. 27.— The feeling of 
uncertainly which has invaded the 
spcoulattoh In stocks was manifested In 
Uio halting and Irregular movement of 
prices today. The principal causes of 
tills uncertainty were found In the 
doubtful Interpretation to be placed on 
the quarterly statement of the V. S, 
.Steel Corporation, and In the problem of 
the money 'market. 

The Intrinsic strength of the steel 
trade position which -was revealed by 
the corporation's report was recognized, 
but the unprecedented price to which 
tlic slock had been lifted, and the as- 
.sertlons of those who have been in pos- 
session of the facts which were to bo 
disclosed by the report had prepared 
expeotatlon for an unprecedented show- 
ing In the various items of the report. 
This the report did not show. As a con- 
sequence measures of support wore 
found necessary to prevent the price of 
the stock from running off, and vari- 
ous explanations were found necessary 
to break the force of disappointment 
over the nnanclal showing. An echo of 
the rumors, of a special development 
which was to account for the extraor- 
dinary rise In the stock was heard In a 
new Intimation that a new tlnanclal 
manager acted at yesterday's meeting 
and (a simply held In abeyance. Offi- 
cials of the corporation were disposed 
to frown on this suggestion, without 
offering any definite statement on the 
.sub.loct. The resumption of special 
appropriations for additions to property 
was road as a contradiction of reports 
of an intontlon to fund such past prop- 
ositions Into a bond Issue. 

Developments In the money market 
were cnlled favorable, and an easier 
tone was perceptible, both for call and 
time fund.s. Offerings were made by 
somo .){ the Important money lenders 
who have been practically out of the 
market for some time past. These of- 
ferings were deemed significant of a 
clinnge of policy on the part of Influ- 
entiiil tlnanclal authorities toward the 
money nmrkel. It became known that 
tlie city of New York lia.s effected the 
sale recentl.v of a laiKc amoiint of rev- 
enue warrants and placed them With 
purchasers In I'nris. Tills was the ef- 
fect of tlio providing for the maturity 
iif similar warrants to the amount Of 
000. Olio which arc held abroad, and 
which will fall ihie on November Ist. 
The relief thus affordeil from the pres- 
sure to secure o.xehange might bo count- 
ed upon to bo of ronsl(icrabIc effect. 
Foreign exobange, as n matter of fact, 
after runniiiK off in the morning, re- 
oovcrcd .strongly. The easier tone of 
tlie local money market sent stocks np- 
wards In the bitter part of the day, and 
closing prices were well above last 
night's.
